MINOR A TTEM PTS SUNDAY A RE 
MADE TO SPREA D NATIVE 
PROPAGANDA

Port Au Prince, Haiti, Dec. 9—Or­ 
der prevailed throughout Haiti today, 
the Island’s revolt-fired negro popula­ 
tion submitting peacefully to martial 
law enforced by the reinforced United 
States marine garrisons. 
With the death toll of Friday's riot­ 
ing at Aux Cayes set unofficially at 
12 natives, complete quiet prevailed 
over Sunday, the only inimical move 
being 
minor 
attempts 
of 
native 
groups to spread propaganda. 
The U. S. Cruiser Galveston landed 
40 marines at Jacm el, trouble center 
on the southern coast, yesterday. 
The reinforcements were the first 
of several hundred ordered here by 
President Hoover when the student 
strike at Damien agricultural school 
and the opposition to the administra­ 
tion of President Louis Borno precip­ 
itated the present crisis a week ago. 
Another detachment of 492 officers 
and marines was expected today from 
Hampton Roads, Va., on the Airplane 
Carrier 
Wright. 
Officials 
believed 
these reinforcements, 
which 
would 
bring the marine forces in Haiti to 
more than 1,100 men, would be suffi­ 
cient to cope with the situation. 
Jacm el, where the first group of 
marines landed, produced a serious 
situation 
Saturday 
when 
several 
strike leaders threatened dock work 
ers -with new pistols 
of 
a 
German 
make. 
The leaders 
were 
disarmed 
but other arms were found, together 
with documents, which it was believed 
would reveal the source of the weap 
ons. 
Unofficial advices reaching here told 
the priest, three gendarmes and three 
civilians holding off an attack of 1,- 
000 peasants marching on Chantel in 
the Aux Cayes district Saturday. The 
peasant’s threat occurred after the 
clash at Aux Cayes and when the sev 
en men brandished arms, 
the 
mob, 
having heard of the casualties at Aux 
Cayes, withdrew. 
The official report given out here 
after the clash at Aux Cayes said the 
casualties were five dead and 20 were 
wounded, all natives, unofficial reports 
received here 
afterwards, 
however, 
placed the death toll at 12 and indi­ 
cated it might reach 16 with the death 
of some of the wounded. 
Port Au Prince Haitians, reviewing 
the fighting at Aux Cayes stated that 
the mob of natives probably interpret­ 
ed the shots fired in the air by the 
marines as an indication 
that 
the 
marines could not shoot straight and 
then continued their advance. 
Marine 
officers said they stopped 
firing 
as 
soon as the advance of the natives 
halted. 
This was proved, they said, 
by the fact that the ammunition belt 
of one marine machine gun was not 
used up. 
Several 
natives 
were 
reported 
spreading propaganda to the effect 
that Aux Cayes was bombed and that 
a marching .column was ambushed 
with heavy loss of life. 
Counter pro­ 
paganda was launched 
immediately 
in the Aux Cayes district by the Garde 
of Haiti, assuring alarmed citizens 
they need have no fear of harm from 
the marines. 
Fifteen American women and child­ 
ren, including the families of William 
Berroyer, Robert Maqmus and a man 
named Dickson, made a hasty flight 
from Aux Cayes. 
They left on the 
passenger freighter 
Martinique 
and 
later were transferred to the navy 
steamer Woodcock, which was expect­ 
ed here today. 
Port Au Prince was quiet Sunday, 
there was no demonstrations and offi­ 
cials announced that “everything was 
quiet and returning to normal.” 
Max Vieus, 20, member of a promin­ 
ent old Haitian family, was arrested 
at a table in a street cafe here and 
charged with having violated the mar­ 
tial law edict by 
visiting 
Cunaives, 
north of here, and Aux Cayes, in an 
effort to incite students there to strike. 
Vieux also was charged with two 
others, Crisamine Lavanture, 20, and 
Gaston World, 35, with threatening 
drivers of milk trucks of the service 
technique.

U RG ES AN AMERICAN NEGRO 
AMONG IN VESTIGATORS 
Washington, Dec. 9—(U P)—Further 
reports of disorders in Haiti reached 
Washington as 500 American marines 
approached the Negro republic aboard 
the Aircraft Tender W right which is 
due to reach Port Au Prince tomor­ 
row. 
President Hoover's request for au­ 
thority and funds to send an inves­ 
tigating commission to Haiti is before 
congress and probably will be granted 
Friday. 
In a comprehensive report 
upon Haitian conditions, the foreign 
policy association today 
urged 
Mr 
Hoover’s commission should include 
an American Negro. 
The 
association 
report 
discussed 
American occupation of H aiti” which 
began by order of President Wilson 
in 1915. 
While conceding the occupa­ 
tion had restored order, initiated pub­ 
lic works and organized health activ­ 
ities, the report said it had maintained 
a Haitian government on a lower level 
of democracy than that of Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
“American authority in Haiti,” the 
report says, “consists of an American 
high commissioner, General John H. 
Russell, five American treaty officials 
and about 200 other marine and naval 
officers and civilians. 
Actual respon­ 
sibility for the administration of prac­ 
tically every department in the local 
government except justice and liter­ 
ary education and been concentrated 
in the hands of these Americans. 
“During the American 
occupation, 
all popular control over the Haitian 
President 
(Louis 
Borno) 
has 
been 
abolished. 
The 
Haitian 
legislature 
has been suppressed in favor of the 
council of state, a body composed of 
21 members appointed by the presi­ 
dent with power to adopt legislation 
and to elect the president. 
No elec­ 
tions for the Haitian parliament have 
been held since 1917.” 
The report says Borno 
has been 
kept in power by the American occu­ 
pation and that American officers in 
the Gendarmerie have executed his 
orders for suppression of newspapers 
and political meetings. 
The present 
situation is attributed largely to popu­ 
lar resentment against Bomos inten­ 
tion, announced October 12, again to 
postpone parliament elections. 
Borno 
subsequently announced he would not 
be a candidate to succeed himself next 
year and this decision is understood 
to have been 
made 
on 
suggestion 
from Secretary of State Stimson. 
For solution of the Haitian problem 
the association recommended: 
1. 
Replacement of American mili­ 
tary men with civilians. 
2. 
Withdrawal of the marine bri­ 
gade. 
3. 
Imposition of greater responsi­ 
bility on Haitian officials. 
4. 
Election of a

Minnesota, Needs More Paving 


Once upon a time we used to make slighting remarks at the 
Iowa road system, says the Coleraine News. 
We left that state because we got tired of wallowing through 
mud. 
Iowa has fine soil for crops, but the nastiest mud in the 
world for making roads to haul crops to market. 
But now we begin to look at Iowa with pride. The past year 
she led the nation by building 765 miles of paved highway, and 
we hope that this paving was done in the same efficient manner 
that characterizes the work of C. M. Babcock, our own supervisor. 
Those farmers down there are conservative, but once they got it 
unto their heads that paving was not an extravagance but invest­ 
ment which pays better than bonds, they did things right. Their 
boast is that this year they have built more pavement than all the 
New England states, than all southeastern states, than all Pacific 
coast and Bockey mountain states, than Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas and North and South Dakota com 
bined. 
Iowa is a much smaller state than Minnesota but at the end 
of the year she will have a total pavement of about 2,400 miles. 
At the present rate her paving program of 5,000 miles will be 
completed in a little more than three years. When the work is all 
finished, we hope that Iowa has a gigantic home coming. 
We 
tfant to be there. 
There is no need of Minnesota keeping step 
with Iowa, but if this state could add 1,000 miles of paving to 
what we now have, within the next three years, it would be a sen­ 
sible addition, and we believe would be a practical solution to the 
road problems of the state. 
There is no need of paving every road, but key roads, bear­ 
ing unusual traffic,'should, for reasons of economy, be paved as 
quickly as possible. 
The upkeep of all remaining roads would be 
reduced to the minimum for the heavy traffic would be carried by 
the paving. To pave 1,000 miles of road would cost the state ap­ 
proximately $25,000,000. 
It would soon pay for itself.
